ONLY CASTS 


Washington. 

The “bones” of the 
famous 600,000 - year - old 
Peking Man which are now 
being exhibited in Peking to 
celebrate the 26th anniver- 
sury of their discovery, may 
uctually be expert casts of 
the bones. 


The historic bones, themselves, 
were tust dur World Wor I 
in an attempt ect them out 
of China to a place of saicty 
In the United States, It was 
not known whether thoy had 
been seizod by the Japanese or 
aceldentally sunk with a_ lost 
boat, or whether they had been 
givund uy for ure os medicine. 

In 1952, a Chinese Communist 
anthropologist charged that the 
United States Government had 
stolen the ones and brought 
them to New York to exhibit gt 
the American’ Museum 
Natural History. The charge was 
denied by American scientists. 

After dhe ,war ended, an 
anthropologist with the Amcri- 
can Occupation forces in Tolryo 
searched for the Peking Man 
bones ‘there but found that 
the Japanese had not seized 
them, 

American anthropologists will 
be glad if the historic fossil 
bones are actually safe in China. 
Their loss was xo however, 
considered a serious handicap to 
science because of the numerous 
excellent casts of the { bones 
that were ‘in _.. exis © and 
could be used for future scien- 
tific study. « .

Sir John Slessor 
(a British wartime Air Force 
chlef) who can speak with un- 
rivalled agthority from his ex- 
periences. of alr warfare has 
said: “A world war In this day 
ond nge would be general 
sulcide.” = And he has gone op 
lo strte; “It never hus and 
never will moke any sense try- 
fox to abolish any particular 
weapon of war, What we have 
Rot to abolish is war.” 


Professor Adrian, who Js the 
leading English authority on 
nerve physiology, recently em- 
phosised the same point in his 
address os President of the 
Britlsh Association. 

He said: ‘We must foce the 
possibility that repeated atomic 
explosions will lead to a degreo 
of general radioactivity which 
no one can tolerate or escape.” 
And he added: “Uniess we are 
ready to give up some of our 
ald loyalties we may be forced 
Into a fight which might end 
the humen = rece." 

Alr Chief Marshal Sir Philip 
Joubert says: ‘With the advent 
af the hydrogen bomb it would 
mppenr that the human race has 
arrived at a point where it must 
abandon war as a continuation 
of policy or accept the porsl- 
bility of total destruction."

If cither side were to an- 
nounce that it would on no 
necount resort to war, It would 
be diploma teally at the mercy 
of the other side. 

Each side for the sake of sclif{- 
preservation must continue to 
say that there ore provocations 
that it will not endure. Each 
side may long for an accommo- 
dation but neither side dare ex- 
press this longing convincingly. 

The position is analagous to 
that of the duellisis in former 
umes. : 

No doubt it frequently hap- 
pened that eoch of the duellists 
feared death a esired un 
accommodation . ants ares 
could say so since ie did, he 
would moe thought a coward.

The Egyptian “Sunbeam” | 
In New York 


NF of the sights of New 
York Ctly is the 
Egyptian obelisk in Central 
Park-—just in the rear of 
the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. 


There are five of these 
obelisks jn the world, Cleopatra 
had nothing to do with there 
ancient structures, They were 
quart.ed, iransported and placed 
in thelr orlginal positions jong 
before the Queen of Egypt knew 
Jullus Caesar. In fact, they 
wen: more accurately called 
“Pharoah's Needles.” 

Tho = great structure = in 
America ls supposed to repre- 
sent stone sunbeams, And the 
obelisk in London is also a 
{towering sunbeam, 

These obelisks stood for cen- 
turices in Egypt. They were 
moved by Augustus Cacsar 
about 13 B, C, and erected at 
the ancient city of Alexandria, 

An carthquake brought one 
down In 1301 A, D., and there 
Nt lay until the British paid for 
tts transportation to London. 

The one presented to the 
Untitled S.ates by Egypt in 1882 
is thought to be 3,600 years old. 

This obellsk is so hard that 
modern stone-cutters connot 
dent It with culdng instruments, 
One side ja worn smooth from 
wind and rain and sand. 


Ite helght 1s 6914 fect, It 
weighs 48,000 tons. The cust of 
transportation was over a hun- 
dred thousand U.S. collars.

Hydraulic jacks, pluced under 
these beams, carried the mighty 
mass up Broadway, then to 
Filth Avenuo until it reached 
Central Park, It took days and 
days to do this job.
